MANNHEIM,  Germany,  Sept  22.— Desolation  and 
ruins  alone  remain  of  what  was  once  the  flourishing  towit 
pf  Oppau.  The  town  had  65,000  residents,  of  whom  a 
majority  of  tlM  men  engaged  in  the  chemical  works  were 
killed  or  wounded.  SoUmis  in  Prenth  untfofliit  are  detr* 
ing  away  the  wf^^ms,  pi^^^l^HM  t^  injured,  a« 

after  a  bi^  battle. 

Eleven  hundred  dead  and  four  thousand  injured  is  the 
latest  estimate  of  th«  disaster  yesterday,  which  ofiuscd 
more  casualties  in  the  Mannhifeitn'-Ludwii^haien  diatrict 
than  the  four  years  of  the  war.  The  desolation  arMtid 
Oppali  equals  anything  seen  at  Verduii  or  in  Flanders  over 
a  similar  area.
